Thu head of the fedcrul gov- 
ernment la a Rorernor general, appoint- 
ed by the king of. Great Brilaln «nd 
holding office for five years.

province lias u lieutenant Kovcrnor, ap- 
pointed by the federal ffovernineut for 
a term of five years, 


The federal or Dominion parliament 


contiletH of ti senate, with eighty-seven 
inembiers, nominated by the governor 
tceuerul and appointed for life by the 
kin p. and n hou»e of commons of 221 
members, elected by the people of the 
several provinces for a term of ftve 
years, tho right of su£Trn.Ro being sub- 
ject to a property qualification. 


Tho provincial legislatures are elect- 


ed by the people of each province. 
Kach province has Us own courts of 
local Jurisdiction, and there is u fed- 
eral supreme court consisting of n, chief 
Justice and live associate judges.— rhll- 
udeipiiia, Press.
